Special -presentments returned 
Wednesday by the Fulton grand jury,

The grand jury for the July-Au- 
gust térm of this court respectfully 
submits the following special present- 
ments. | 

While we recognize that it is not 
obligatory for the July-August term 
of grand jury to investigate county 
affairs, yet we have n requested 
to do so by the commissioners of 
roads and revenues of Fultun county, 
this request being in the form of a 
resolution adopted at their July 3 
meeting, asking that the grand jury 
make a or investigation of al- 
leged waste and extravagance on the 
part of the county board of tommis- 
sioners. We deem the investigation 
and findings thereof to be wf such 
importance, that they be made in 
the form of special presentments. 

It is common knowledge that a 
deficit in the accounting of Fulton, 
county has existed for the past sev- 
eral years. We beg leave, therefore, 
to make the following observations 
and recommendations. 


Salary Expenses Hiked. 
1. The county deficit on January 


1 was $325,180.00, a reduction from 
$608,05N.81 in 1928. In spite of 
this deficit but with no assurance of 
a substantial increase in revenue but 
every assurance of increased relief 
demands, the county commissioners 
increased the salary expenses this 
year by some $16,000 per month or 
$192,000 per year. This we deem 
an unwise, unwarranted and unneces- 
sary expenditure at the time, and un- 
der the circunistances. 

We recommend, therefore, that the 
budgets of all departments includin 
public works, be reduced to the 193 
level. We recommend further that 
all salaries be reduced to the basis 
in effect in December, 1934. To be 
effective, this reduction must include 
the commissioners themselves as the 
responsibility of economy is theirs 
and they should lead-in putting these 
reductions into effect. There is no 
violation of law to pay less than 
the maximum set for any position. 

Exceptions: Coum reporters, pro- 
vided they see that bills for tran- 
scripts are collected by the court 
from litigants when presented.

We recommend further that the

We find that the following offices | 
hare been created since January 1, | 
namely, Charles H. Collins as farm | 
co-ordinator. We recommend that, 
Mr. Collins be relieved from duty and | 
his car sold; that the co-ordination 
of farm surpluses be left in the hands 
of county farm superintendents, all | 
of whom are acknowledged to be) 
competent and able under the direc-| 
tion of the commissioners and county 
agents, to handle any surplus of 
farm products produced. 

We find that Lewis Crawford has 
been employed as special agent for) 
the transfer of prisoners. We rec- 
Crawford be re- 
lieved from duty and his ear sold; 
that the transfer of prisoners be han- 
died by the sheriff's office. 

Balanced Budget Urged. 

Fifth. These changes when put 
into effect, will amount to a savin 
of $12,500 per month, or $150, 
per year, we find, and are of the 
opinion, that the finances of the 
county do not justify all of the in-' 


creases of salaries and the creation 
of all the new jobs for 1955. There- 
fore, it is 2 ge ihe that a retrench- 
ment policy be adopted and the way 
Dazed for a balanced budget by the 
end of the year. 

We recommend that no new appro- 
Fetes of any character be made 
or the remainder of 1935 without 
the winanimous consent of the county 
commissioners; that the $416.60 per 
month saving of judges’ salary cre- 
ated by the act of the legislature 
whereby the city civil court was 
merged with the superior court 
allocated to the general fund and be 
used in part to balance the budget 
and reduce the deficit. 


We especially recommend that the 
present budget system be continued 
and that not less than $150,000" be 
included in the 1936 budget for re- 
tirement in part of the present deficit 
* aco eg that existed December 

> " . 

Warns of Increases. 


Sixth. We see from auditors’ re- 
rt that the budget figures have 
een progressively exceeded every 
month since the first of the year, in 
spite of repeated warnings from the 
auditor. ese increases to date 
amount to $182,357.34. They are 
explained by an adjusted budget 
which is purely hypothetical, as even 
now the 1935 tax digest is not com- 
plete and your auditor does not know 
within thousands of dolldrs what the 
county income will be. We quote 
from auditors’ report as follows: 

“We believe our estimates on re- 
ceipts are conservative and will be 
realized in 1936, but in order that 
you may maintain a balanced budget 
for 1935, you should not make any 
commitments or purchase beyond 
the provisions in the éstimates for 
disbursements. 

“Estimated disbursements for sal- 
aries are based on detailed schedule 
of salaries for all employes author- 
ized by the board prior to the date 
of this report. We submit Exhibit 
‘F,’ which is a summary of salaries 
as authorized for 1935, and salaries 
for prior periods. 

Small Margin of Receipts. 

“We again call to your attention 
the small margin in estimated re- 
ceipts over disbursements for 1935, 
and advise you that any increase 
in salaries above those already au- 
thorised will have to increase esti- 
mated disbursements; also, any un- 
usual disbursement not contemplated 
and covered by the budget will in- 
crease the estimated disbursements. 

“The only change made in esti- 
mated receipts in this report as com- 
pared to our report of January 25 
1935, is to increase our estimate of 
the tax digest for 1935 by $10,000,- 
000.00 in  proneey values or tax of 
$110,000.00. Of this» ifferease we 
estimate $78,069.50 will be collected 
in 1935, and $31,940.50 increases our 
estimate o? uncollected taxes at De- 
cember 31, 1935 

“The major portion of the adjust- 
ments made in this report for dis- 
bursements cover salary adjustments 
made in January and February, after 
our report of January 25, 1935. All 
salary adjustments have been made 
for which we have any record up 
to date. 

Keep Disbursements Down. 

“At this time, we wish to stress 
the importance of keeping disburse- 
ments to a minimum, especially in 
the public works department, as that 
department has already exceeded its 
average monthly disbursements. 
While we show a balanced budget, 
you should keep in mind constantly 
the fact that the major portion of 
the estimated revenue is based on the 
1935 tax digest, which is collected 
between October 15 and December 
31, and the total of the digest will 
not be known until August, 1935. 

“The adjustments for disburse- 
ments in this report total $105)- 
§86.64 compared to: $78,961.41 for 
the February 28, 1935, report, or an 
increase of $26,625.23. © 

Further Adjustments Impossible. 

“While we try to be consérvative 
in our budget estimates, we. again 
wish to stress the importance of 
keeping the expenditures within the 
estimates as shown, because the ma- 
jor portion of the estimated revenue 
is from the 1935 tax digest and it 
will be impossible to further adjust 
the estimate on the 1935 digest until 
about 60 days when we can make 
an actual comparison of 1985 tax 
returns with the,1934 tax returns. 

“The adjustments for disburse- 
méents in this report ‘total $142,- 
167.95, compared to $105,586.64, as 
of March 31, 1985. This is an in- 
crease of $86,581.31. There were in- 
créases in ractically all depart- 
ments, in this report, as compared 
to the previous report—the major 
portion of the increases being under 
‘county police,’ ‘other lawful charges’ 
and ‘paupers and. benevolences.’”’ 

“The adjustment for disburse- 
ments in this report show a total 
increase over our original estimates 
of $152,857.65, while the previous re- 
port showed an increase of $142,- 
167.95. This makes an increase of 
$10,689.70 in this report over our 
previous report. Details of these in- 
ereases are given on. Exhibit ‘D.’ By 
comparison of Exhibit ‘D’ of the pre- 
vious report with this report, you 
can see the items in which the in- 
creases occurred. 

Monthly. Disbursements Hit. 

“We again want to stress the fact 
that the disbursements on a monthly 
basis are not as satisfactory as they 
should be for a well-balanced budget, 
especially the Public Works Depart- 
ment. na monthly average of the 
Public Works Department, that is, 
if you keep up your expenditures as 
they have been for the past five 
months, we will have to add from 
$60,000 to $75,000 to our present 
estimate. It is ,very important to 
keep the disbursements well within 
the estimates at all times, and unless 
there is a material increase in the 
1935 digest over our estimates, there 
will have to be reductions made in 
your disbursements for the remainder 
of the year. 

“The adjustments for disburse- 
ments in this report show a total in- 
crease over our original estimates of 


$182,357.34, while the previous re- | 


port, (May 31, 1935) showed an in- 
crease of $162,857.65. This makes a 
net increase of “$29,499.69 in this 
report. Detail of the changes from 


previous comments in all monthly re- 
ports that the disbufsements on s 
monthly average were exceeding 
the estimates, and we again stress the 
fact that the same ratio cannot be 
maintained for the remaining six 
months, and come within the unex- 
pended balances for the remainder of 
the year.” ‘ 

This heavy expenditure reflects 
net- only new expenses incurred by 
the county in the shape of additional 
salaries of new emploes and increases 
in the general salary list after the 
January advance included in the 
budget, but also other expenditures 
not ‘warranted by the financial con- 
dition of the county. 

Hit Purchases of Land. 

7. We call especial attention 
to the presentments of the March- 
April, 1935, grand jury, in con- 
demning the purchase of land for 
park purposes and the waste and ex- 
travagant spending of public funds. 
It has béen called to our attention 
that the purchase of the park prop- 
erty just referred to was consuni- 
mated prior to the publishing of the 
presentments condemning same. Nev- 
ertheless we indorse the March-April 
grand jury 1935 presentments in this 
particular instance. 


We do not see the necessity nor the 
advisability of the commissioners hav- 
ing spent $500 of the county funds 
in employing an outside attorney to 
draw up a civil service bill to be 
presented to the legislature and then 
to have it withdrawn for obvious rea- 
sons not known to this grand jury. 
It is generally accepted that the 
county attorney should have perform- 
ed this service and have saved the 
tax payers money by so doing. 


Courthouse Expense. 


8. According to figures _ pre- 
sented, the operation and mainte- 
nance of the courthouse last year 
amounted to $81,000, which amount 
has grown to $102,000 for the cur- 
rent year on present basis. A care- 
ful survey of office buildings in At- 
lanta shows that all fre run at sub- 
stantially less than the courthous? 
and many larger by far than the 
courthouse are efficienly operated at 
less than last year’s figures for the 
courthouse. Eighty-one thousand 
dollars should be a maximum for 
such operation and we so recomménd. 

9. We regret to learn of the in- 
difference of the county commis- 
sioners to the grand jury present- 
ments in the past, especially to the 
recommendations of the March- 
April term 1935 grand jury. How- 
ever, we have the promise of the 
present commissioners that in the 
future that the grand jury present- 
ments will be made a part of the 
minutes of the regular meeting if we 
so desire. It is the recommendation 
of this grand jury that these and 
future grand jury: presentments be 
made a part of the minutes of the 
regular meetings of the commissivn- 
ers of roads and revenues of Ful- 
ton county, and that the commis- 
sioners take cognizance of the rec- 
ommendations contained therein. 

If, as in the past, these present- 
ments having to do with county 
affairs are not even considered by 
the commissioners in open meeting, 
how can there ever be any progress 
or co-operation between the citizenry 
and operating heads of the county? 

arking of Cars Urged. 

Automobiles: All county cars 

should be parked at night at 
the courthouse parking lot or other 
central garage and not driven home 
by parties to whom they are as- 
signed. All county cars should be 
so labeled by tag or otherwise. No 
use of county cars should be al- 
lowed on anything but county busi- 
ness. 
General: We wish to. commend 
the county commissioners for 
their, asking for this jnvestigation 
and for their hearty co-operation in 
our. work in connection therewith. 
We recommend that they enter into 
the enforcement of these recom- 
mendations with the same spirit and 
enthusiasm as was shown throughout 
the investigation. We cannot rec- 
ommend too strongly the need for 
individual commissioners to adjust 
their personal differences and dis- 
agreements and give their earnest 
efforts toward the true work that 
is to be done by this board in the 
management of county affairs. Fac- 
tional strife should be abandoned, 
views composed and an earnest ef- 
fort made to serve the people of 
Fulton county who have honored 
these men with the positions they 
hold. We request an immediate re- 
ply from the commissioners.

“We find that 47 new employes 
have been added to the pay roll of 
the county since January 1,” the pre- 
sentments read. “We see no justifica- 
tion for this number of new employes. 
We recommend, therefore, that with 
the following exceptions, all this ad- 
ditional help be let go immediately 
and the work of the different depart- 
ments reapportioned as in our opinion 
the last» year’s personnel is amply 
able to do the work. 

“Exceptions” Named. 

The ‘exceptions’ include these “re- 
placements to regular established posi- 
tions:” Dr. S. C. Redd, physician; 
Mrs. Thelma Morris, a clerk; George 
D. Newton, quarantine and sanita- 
tion officer, and Miss Mpyrtice Smith, 
secretary to the commissioners. 

The jury set out that two offices 
have been created since January and 
recommended that they be abolished 
immediately. ‘The body recommended 
that Louis H. Crawford, employed as 
special agent for the transfer of pris- 
oners, and Charles H. Collins, farm 
co-ordinator, who fill the two ‘“‘creat- 
ed offices,” be relieved from duty im- 
mediately, and that their cars, re- 
cently purchased, be sold. 

It was further recommended that 
all employes who are listed on the 
pay rolls at “temporary help,’ be 
dismissed, along with R. H. Turnip- 
seed, employed at the jail; Mrs. EH. 
J. Hughie, relief telephone operator, 
and Floyd McWhorter, of the pub- 
lic buildings department. 

Salary Hikes Scored. 

The jury pointed out that the coun- 
ty deficit was $325,180 in January, 
and that in spite of this and with 
no assurance of a substantial increase 
in revenue but with “every assurance 
of increased relief demands,” the com- 
missioners increased the salary ex- 
penses by approximately $16,000 per 
month, of $192,000 a year. “This 
we deem an unwise, unwarranted and 
unnecessary expenditure at the time, 
and under the cirmumstances,” the 
presentments read. 

If salary reductions and operations 
costs are cut to the 1934 level through 
the recommendations as set out in 
the presentments the county will be 
saved $150,000 a year, it is the beliet 
of the jury. ‘We find, and are of the 
opinion, that the finances of the coun- 
ty do not justify the increase in sal- 
aries and the creation of new jobs for 
1935,” the presentments read. ‘“There- 
fore, it is imperative that a retrench- 
ment policy be adopted and the way 
paved for a balanced budget by the 
end of the year.” 

Slap at Majority Group. 

What was taken to be a slap at tige 
majority faction of the board, charged 
by Longino with jamming through 
measures over the protest of the mi- 
nority group, was the following in the 
presentments: “We recommend that no | 
new appropriations of any character 
be made for the remainder of 1935 
without the unanimous consent of the 
county commissioners.” 

The jury criticized the purchase of 
land. for park purposes, and flayed 
the commissioners for using a $416 a 
month saving created by the merger of 
the city court and the superior court 
to raise the salaries of municipal 
court judges. It was recommended 
that this $416 “be allocated to the 
general fund and be used in part to 
balance the budget and reduce the 
deficit.” 


It was pointed out that the opera- | 


tion of the courthouse cost $81,000 
last year and the amount has grown 
to $102,000 “for the current year on 
present basis.’’ The presentments ask- 
ed that the small figure be set as the 
maximum for such operation costs. 
Budget System Praised. 

Recomménding that the present 
budget system be continued the jury 
said:

He then asked that the 
commissioners consider the present- 
ments made earlier in the day. Chair- 
man Adams produced a letter from 
Edwin Johnson, who is recuperating 
from an operation at St. Joseph's 
hospital. In this letter Mr. Johnson 
asked that the board withhold action 
on the presentments until his physi- 
cians would allow him to attend the 
meeting. 

Mr. Longino took the floor again 
and reading from the presentments 
the request that an immediate reply 
was wanted, said, “I am sorry that 
Mr. Johnson is sick. But we can 
transact business without Mr. John- 
son. There are four of us present 
and that constitutes a quorum. If 
three men have been’ running the 
county since January, four of us 
should be able to act on this matter.” 

He then offered a motion to imme- 
diately discharge Crawford, Collins 
and Turnipseed and fo sell the cars 
of the first two. ‘There are men he 
termed “parasites” in his first attacks 
on the administration. 

Vote Is Deadlocked. 

Chairman Adams then offered a 
substitute motion that the matter. be 
deferred until Mr. Johnson had re- 
gained his health, and declared that 
“the sick should be respected.” Both 
Mr. Longino’s motion and Dr. Adams’ 
failed to carry because of a tie ballot. 
The two minority members voted at 
odds with the two majority members. 

Dr. Adams then moved that action 
be deferred for two weeks and it end- 
ed in a tie vote. 

In a statement to The Constitution 
later, Dr. Adams said that he will call 
a special meeting just as soon as Mr. 
Johnson is able to attend. He said: 

“I personally want to study the 
presentments thoroughly. I will call a 
spécial méeting whén the entire board 
can be present, for the sole purpose of 
considering these recommendations. I 
appreciate the diligence and work of 
the grand jury. They were very ener- 
getic and rendered a great service. I 
think the presentments should be made 
a part of the minutes of the commis- 
sion and I will hold a call meeting as 
soon as Mr. Johnson can attend, and 
they will be put on the minutes.”

For the loan forces 
Mussolini to advance the time of at- 
tack on Abyssinia. The Duce cannot 
sit still and wait till his adversary 
is perfectly equipped by Great Britain. 
He will have to strike before that 
moment has arrived. But if Mussolini 
declares war and the armament orders 
in England have not been filled. a 
new difficulty develops. Britain must 
ship those munitions over a sea which 
Mussolini has always called “Mare 
Nostrum™ (Our Sea).

HAND-BITING WASHINGTON, August 7.—An ominous symptom

try that Ethiopia’s wealth is hidden— 
unexplored mineral resources, endless 
rich plains where the finest quality 
of grain and livestock may be raised, 
cool mountain air, hot sun, and abun- 
dant rains.

The rains, which last from June to 
September. have carved the topog- 
raphy of the country and enriched 
Egypt in the process. The mighty 
rivers of the empire, flooded by rain, 
have cut for themselves great channels 
thousands of feet deep. Through one 
of these gorges the Blue Nile, which 
rises -in Lake Tana, flows first east, 
then south, then west to join the 
White Nile at Khartoum. In flood 
time it carries away mountains of 
soil to build fields in Egypt. 

Another great river is the Awash 
which rises near Addis Ababa, and 
flows northeast through the wild, un- 
known country of the Danakil tribes. 
For years the fate of the Awash has 
been a mystery, for it never reaches 
the sea, and explorers have not_dared 
to trace it into Danakil territory. Re- 
cently, however, an Englixhman re- 
ported that he had tracked it to the 
French Somaliland border where it 
disappears in salty Lake Abhebad.

RINGSIDE, COMISKEY PARK, CHICAGO, Aug. 7—Just 33 seconds 
after King Levinsky, the Chicago fish monger, moved into action against 
Joe Louis, the brown bomber, the King was,on the floor. At the end of 
two minutes and 21 seconds the King had beén hammered to thé rosin 
three times and-as he finally staggered up from the lower ropes Referee 
Norm McGarrity stopped the slaughter to keep the King from having the. 
top of his head knoeked off. 

More than 40,000 spectators paid in something like $200,- 
000 to see less than three minutes of action as the sensational 
negro fighter from Alabama and Detroit again proved his place 
as one of the great fighters of all times. 

As Louis was bouncing Levinsky off the canvas with a bewildering 
swirl of punches, Ancil Hoffman, Max Baer’s manager, looked upon the 
annihilation with frowning eyes. For Hoffman expécts to send Max Baer 
against the deadly bomber late in September with all arrangements to be 
completed in the next few hours. 

Last winter Baer knocked out Levinsky in two rounds, but 
tonight the killing bomber just doubled Baer’s knockout speed. 
Levinsky, weighing 197 3-4 pounds, looked to be in perféct physical 

condition as he stepped out to meet the bomber’s first attack,

He began stalking the 
retreating Levinsky, waiting for the next opening, and when it came 
another rapid flurry of lightning leather sent the King crashing again 
upon the back of his broad neck, 

Once again Levinsky was too badly dazed and muddled to take 
the count as he came up at the count of four. Again the stalking 
Started and within a few seconds the big Chicago fish monger 
was once more bouncing around on the floor. Another wallop 
left him sitting on the lower ropes and as he reeled to his feet 
again, completely helpless, Referee McGarrity stopped the murder.

ORANGE COLOR ISSUE 
1S STIRRED BY SOLON 


Californian Opposes Plea of 
Floridans for Regulatory 
Exemption. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—(?)—A 
California congressman told a house 
committee today he would rather eat 
a California orange any day than one 
grown in Florida. 

Representative John H. Hoeppel 
urged the interstate and foreign com- 
merce committee to reject a proposed 
amendment to the Copelandt food bill 
which he contended would enable Flor- 
ida growers to conceal that their prod- 
uct “has to be artificially colored be- 
fore it even begins to look as nice as 
a California orange.” 

Existing law requires growers to 
stamp a “color added” label on each 
artificially colored orange. Floridans 
appeared before the committee several 
weeks ago and said they wanted the 
Copeland bill amended to exempt them 
from this requirement. 

Hoeppel came to the committee to- 


oranges to support his opposition to 
the Florida amendment. 

He sought to show that the Florida 
product “can be made to appear as 
good” as the California product by ap- 
plication of a coal tar dye. 

“In reality there’s no comparison, 
but the consumer doesn’t know that 
and is deceived into buying the Flor- 
ida orange,” Hoeppel said. 

“He does that several times and 
pretty soon quits buying oranges at 
all because he thinks they’re all alike. 
As a result, our California market be- 
comes restricted.” 

The congressman said California 
oranges were naturally colored, but 
that the color had to be brought by a 
sweating process. He said California 
would have no objection to Florida us- 
ing the same method,

MITCHELL IS ACQUITTED 
OF CRIMINAL CHARGES 


However, Banker’s Sale, Re- 
purchase of Stock Ruled 
Fraudulent.

WASHINGTON, Ang... 7.—(?)-—- 
The alleged sale by Charles E. Mitchell, 
former chairman of the National City 
bank of New York, of stock to his wife 
to establish a loss for income tax pur- 
poses was held fraudulent today by the 
board of tax appeals. 

The board also ruled a payment re- 
ceived from the management fund of 
the National City Company to be tax- 
able income, and held Mitchell to have 
acted fraudulently in failing to re- 
port it. 

On the other hand. his sale and re- 
purchase of stock in the Anaconda Min- 
ing Company were held to be bonda 
fide. and the loss sustained to be de- 
ductible. 

Mitchell had appealed total income 
tax deficiency claims and penalties of 
$1.275,644 for 1929 and 1930. The 
board ordered a redetermination of the 
deficiency based on its findings, a!- 
lowing the $715.918 deduction for loss 
on the Anaconda stock. 

The government asserted Mitcheltl 
had an income of approximately 5%5.- 
500.000 in 1929 and more than $750.- 
000 in 1930 but paid no tax for either 


year. 

Mitchell was aequitted of criminal 
charges in connection with the case 
and argued that barred the govern- 
ment from collecting any tax. 

He resigned his bank post in Feb- 
ruary, 1933, following his testimony 
in the senate stock market investiga- 
tion of selling stock to establish a 
loss and keep from paying an income 
tax.

MOTOR POWER IS SEEN 
FROM GEORGI PES 


Dr. Herty Predicts Autos 
Will Be Operated on 
Tree Alcohol. 


ALBANY, Ga., Aug. 7.—()—A 
day when automobiles will be powered 
by alcohol derived from Georgia pine 
trees was envisioned today by Dr. 
Charles H. og Od Savannah scientist, 
who addressed the annual meeting of 
the Georgia State Agricultural So- 
ciety here. 

Cost of manufacturing alcohol from 
wood pulp has formerly proved pro- 
hibitive, Dr. Herty said, but a new 
process recently reported has greatly 
reduced the figure. 

“We may justifiably look forward 
to riding a stick-horse when our pine 
trees become changed to power alco- 
hol for automobiles,” the scientist pre- 
dicted. 


Dr. Herty spoke of the “great field. 


in Georgia” for the utilization of a 
large volume of surplus farm products, 
adding that the chemist is one of the 
farmer's greatest benefactors. 

Three Lines Advanced. 

“Three lines of thought, Dr. Herty 
said, “should be able to effect a per- 
manent welfare and prosperity for 
this section of the country.” 

One of them, he said, forced the 
conclusion that the reduction of cot- 
ton planting in Georgia must become 
a permanent policy. Another was to 
the effect that diversification of crops 
will follow and must follow abandon- 
ment of cotton growing in large acre- 
ages. 

The third line of thought contem- 
plated the latest and best way of solv- 
ing the diversification problem, Dr. 
Herty stated. He said it could be done 
by adhering to ideas promulgated by 
the National Chemurgic Council, a 
hody studying utilization of surplus 
farm products. : 

“The fundamental belief of this 
council,” the scientist said, “is that 
while the farm’s primary purpose is to 
provide food and clothes, the concep- 
tion must be broadened to include the 
farm as a source of raw materials for 
industry.” oo 

These raw materials he specified as 
eurplus farm products, whose utiliza- 
tion “shall be guided by science.” — 

Discussing the use of pine trees in 
the manufacture of paper, Dr. Herty 
said the south’s acreage in cut-over 
pine trees, if given proper attention, 
would provide five times the south's 
present pulp-wood consumption. — 

The speaker left with the society 
the prediction and promise: 

“Abundant near-by- markets will be 
created for your pines through the 
erection of great paper mills through- 
out the state.” 

Resolutions indorsing exports of the 
national administration to give agri- 
culture equal protection with indus- 
try were adopted today by the society 
at its closing session. 

The resolutions also gave approval 
to the processing tax and the federal 
crop control plans, which were de- 
scribed as bringing “hope out of de- 
apair.” 

The society also went on record 
as stating that the Georgia farmer 
“has the beat friend in the White 
House since this republic was 
founded.” 

J.-B. Wright, of Cairo, president, 
and all other officers of the society 
were re-elected. They include H. 8. 
Hastings, Atlanta, vice president; 
Mrs. Harper P. Tucker, Sandersville, 
second vice president, and A. E. Gib- 
son, Albany, secretary-treasurer. 

Invitations for next year’s meeting 
were received from Rome and Savan- 
nah. The executive board will an- 
nounce the city selected later. 

In an address at the opening ses- 
sion, President Wight made a plea for

Given by Health Officer

Sheriff Adams said the two white 
men later abandoned the truck and 
held up D. C. Bumbelow, Clay coun- 
ty agent, and his wife, seizing their 
automobile. 

The convicts continued their flight 
in the car (a 1935 Chevrolet sedan) 
and no trace of them had been report- 
ed tonight.

Program To Hasten Bar- 
berry Bush Eradication in 
Seventeen States. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—7>)— 
With tons of salt for ammunition, the 
vanguard of 2,000 relief workers 
marched out this week to try to drive 
black stem rust from the wheat belt. 

S. B. Fracker, of the Agriculture 
Department, estimated that the

hasten completion of barberry bush 
eradication in 17 states by from six 


| to nine years. 


Only by destruction of hgrberry 
bushes, scientists have discovered, can 
the spread of rust be controlled. And 


“alt, piled over the roots of the bar- 


berry, has been found to do the work 
most effectively. 

The dreaded rust, which sends the 
grain market soaring when its pres- 
ence is reported as it was recently 
in Minnesota and the Dakotas, is a 
parasitic crop destroyer. 

It germinates early in the spring on 
the leaves of the barberry bush. Or- 
ange-colored spots on barberry leaves 
contain thousands of rust spores. 
These are carried by the wind to grow- ~' 
ing grain, where they send tiny shoots 
through the stems and drain the mois- 
ture and nourishment which would go 
to the grain. The result is a greatly 
reduced yield of small, shriveled wheat. 

The government began its barberry 
eradication program. in co-operation 
with the states, in 1918. From a five- 
year average annual loss of 50.000,000 
bushels of wheat.in 1915-1920, offi- 
cials said the toll. was cut down to a 
yearly average of 11,000,000 bushels 
in the 1925-29 period. 

The work relief program will be 
concentrated in Colorado, Jilinois, In- 
diana, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, -North 
Dakota, Ohio, Pennsylvania, South 
Dakota, Viarginia, West Virginia, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming. These states 
annually produce more than one and 
one-half billion bushels of small grain, 
with a farm value of $876,000,000.
